Continuation of 3. NOTE: New claim 12 recites the limitation "the link quality estimate is an SNR", this limitation requires further 
consideration and/or search . 



Continuation of 13. Other: Regarding applicant's arguments, examiner respectfully disagrees. With respect to claims 1-3 and 7, applicant 
is relying on the intended use of the second power control instruction, however this claim is solely limited to "a remote station" and cannot 
be defined or limited by what a base station - or anything else may or may not do. That is, the power control unit need only generate an 
instruction in response to the estimate. The intended use has no patentable weight. The claim clearly states "... is used ... at a base 
station", but the claim is to the remote station. With respect to claims 4-6, 8, 9, and 11, applicant argues that Knuttson has no teaching of 
power control over a common channel. This argument is moot since examiner relied on Chen for the teachings of a common power 
control. Applicant further argues examiner's motivation, examiner again respectfully disagrees, the motivation is to comply with any/all 
known cdma channel structures. Therefore, it would not appear pertinent to whether or not Knuttsson only applies to soft hadoff. 
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
